There  wiU  be  keen  IocaI  Mtisfac- 
tion  that  iU  firm  of  ll«Mr«.  Yar- 
row*, Ltd.,  ahould  h»vc  secured  the 
contract  for  the  building  of  the  motor 
car  ferry  which  tkr'B.  C  Coast 
Steamahip  Service  has  decided  to 
place  on  the  route  between  Belliag- 
ham  and  Sidney.  Thie  maans  more 
Winter  work  in  thi*  vicinity.  It  is 
a  tribute  to  the  facilities  for  local 
>i>ip  constroction,  ^or  the  connect 
was  secured  by  Messrs.  Yarrows, 
Lt4..  in  cotnpctitioB  with  British  aod 
Mainiaud  firms.  Tha  B.  C.  Coast 
Steamship  Sarvice  has  decided  that 
th«  car  ferry  Is  to  b«  c^ttippa^  ratiter 
aio^a  commodiously  thaa  oriffinaMy 
planned,  which  shows  growing  faith 
in  the  trif  fic  to  which  it  is  inteudcd 
to  cater.  Also,  the  speed  ia  baiag  in- 
craased  to  14  iutots  so  that  two  round 
trips  may  be  made  daily.  Accotnmo* 
ds^on  will  be  provided  for  fron  40 
to  50  motor  cars  and  for  2S0  |igaaaa- 
gers.  This  up-to-date  transportation 
facility  will  undoubtedly  encourage 
travel  between  Vancouver  Island  and 
the  American  side,  and  it  is  more 
than  possible  that  the  nature  of  the 
itiiprovenicnt  now  beinu  affected  wiU 
lead  tu  such  traffic  in  the  Winter 
tune  that  it  may  become  neeassary 
tu  maitaia  Hm  acrvicc  tfcrMlfkfl«l 
tlir  year. 

The  building  of  this  motor  car 
ferry  is  another  indication  of  the  en- 
terprise of  the  C.P.R.  in  meeting  the 
requirements  of  the  travelling  pub- 
lic in  this  quarter  of  the  Dominion. 
An  expenditure  of  upwards  of  $JQO,' 
000  is  involved  in  the  undertalcing 
aad  wc  believe  it  will  be  more  than 
justified.  This  transportation  devel* 
opment  will  be  particularly  gratifying 
to  th«  people  of  Saaaich  as  well  as 
t..  those  of  Victoria,  for  both  will 
benefit  by  the  travel  expected  to  de- 
velop ovtir  tht  uaiv  route  that  is 
planned.

TAXATION  IWUS 


It  ot^bt  to  ba  mada  <|uHa  clear  to 

the  people  who  will  vote  in  the  com- 
ing municipal  election  that  the  ques 
'tion  of  the  taxation  of  improvements 
fs  not  an  issue  so  far  as  the  attitude 
of  the  candidates  for  Mayor  aad 
aldermen  is  concerned.  It  is  an  issue 
because  a  plebiscite  is  being  taken 
on  tlic  subject,  biit  whoever  is 
elected,  and  whatever  thair 'views  may 
be  on  tha  subject  of  atagle  tax  or 
the  taxation  of  improvcasantSi  they 
will  have  to  carry  out  iha  wHl  of  the 
paa^a  as  expressed  ia  tha  result  of 
the  plebiscite.  For  the  coaiiug  munl> 
cipal  year  the  question  of  the  taxa- 
tion of  improvements  will  be  dis- 
posed of  one  way  or  the  other,  ac- 
cording to  how  the  people  vote  on 
tha  pMkiacke.  In  this  respect  it  does 
not  matter  one  iota  who  is  Mayor, 
who  ;ire  the  aldermen,  for  their 
duty  will  be  the  simple  oaa  of  doing 
what  the  people  decide. 

It  is  possible  thara  is  a  misukcn 
impreaakm  abroad  that  it  la  ncaas- 
ssry  to  elect  those  who  are  opposing 
taxatioa  of  improvements,  or  vice 
versa,  according  to  tha  viewpoint  of 
the  voters.  Voters  should  disabuse 
their  minds  of  this  idea.  Apart  alto- 
gether from  thia  feature  of  taxation, 
which  will  be  disposed  of  by  plebis- 
cite, the  real  purpose  of  the  voters 
should  be  to  elect  thoaa  whom  they, 
deem  will  give  the  city  the  most  ef- 
ficient adminiatratioa,  those  who 
will  practice  economies  and  thoaa 
who  will  be  instrumental  in  bringing 
aboat  hidustrial  development

Perhape  the  moet  Intereattbe  of  all 
the  aueattona  aefced  wm  thad  relatjYe 
to  whether  or  net  Blah  Sekool  etu- 
dente  ahould  be  paid  fMr  while  attend- 
ing achooL  To  thla  queetlon  2SK 
anew  ere  were  received,  Mid  of  theae 
41  per  cent  expreaeed  themaelvee  aa 
favorlnc  the  parenta  paylns  feea  for 
Hlch  School  atudenU.  Nearly  20 
favored  the  eharipins  of  a  fee  under 
■pncined  condltlona,  and  SI  per,  cent 
wf  re  oppoaed  to  the  Idea.  There  were 
a  number  who  favored  the  Maa  of 
•okoiarahipo  ae  tkaS  th«»a  yttpOa  who 
ahowed  themaehraa  kasa  aai  proaUa* 
inr,  and  wbooa  pnreata  ware  unable 
to  pay,  would  be  able  to  puraue  their 
work  without  expenae,  either  aa  to 
baoka  or  feee. 

General  Oimiilniliina 
Coneloalona  reached  after  atudylov 
the  rccommendatlone  and  auareatlone 
arising  out  of  the  reply  to  the  quee- 
tionnalre  Majr  ba  auaaaMd  up  aa  fol- 
io wa:

High  a^ool  (er  aubjeola  ter  wMah 
they  have  not  Inotteattoa.  wkleh 
cauaea  needleee  expenee. 

Borne  auKveatlona  aet  forth  by  the 
teachera  in  their  repliea  to  the  quea- 
tionnalre    proved    highly  Intereatlnv. 
They  are  aa  followa:  That  the  City 
Council    ahould     have,   oootrol  of 
eohoola,  and  not  the  preaent  ayatem 
of  School  Boarda;  that  ^ha  preeant 
ayataa  of  the  eacluelpa  9t  aolored 
paopla  ffemm  the  puMla  sekeeli  la  a 
dlecraoe  to  Victoria;  to  dloeoatlnue 
the  education  of  Chlneee  children  at 
the   expenae    of    Brltlah  ratepayern; 
aeparate  achools  for  Chinese  children, 
the  cost   of  maintenance   being  aup- 
ported  by  their  own  people;  free  tui- 
tion ahould  be  riven  to  High  aehool 
atudenta;  feee  ahould     be  required 
from  all  Blgh  Sekool  etndeate  who 
repeat  a  year^  work  naleoS^a  aaUa- 
factory  rofMon  (Ulneea  aa  aaa^Sdahle 
at>eenee)    can    be  given;     no  child 
ahould  be,  allowed  to  take  a  apecial- 
Ucd  courae  until  he  or  aha  haa  reached 
a  certain  age  or  haa  a  certain  general 
atanding;    more  emphaala  ahould  be 
put  on  dlacipline  in  all  the  publlo 
achoola,    and    eapeclally    the  High 
School;  atudenta  ahould  be  allowed  to 
chooee  aubjecta  which  would  be  necea- 
aary  (or  thorn  In  the  pTofeaMona  they 
wtek  to  fMlow.  taldiia  perhape  elx 
aubjecta,  theae  elx  belag  taken  In  all 
three  yeare    In    the    High  School; 
technical  aubjects  are  an  unneceaaary 
expenae,  aa  any  boy  who  wishes  to  go 
In  for  aome  trade  would  be  better  ulT 
aa  apprentice  to  aome  Arm;  tliat  good 
acholarahlpe  be  offered  to  deaervlng 
though  needy  puplla  through  the  Unl- 
vanity:  that  publlo  achool  teachera  be 
allowed  to  lapeolallaa  Inetead  of  being 
required  to  have    a    amattarlng  or 
"cram"  knowledge  of    all  eubjeeta:

vate the  memory;  High  Bchool  ahould 
be  paid  for,  eepecUlly  repeatare;  only 
thooa  who  (hU  through  laek  tt  apaM-

Taaterday  was  everything  that  an 
ideal  December  day  ghould  be.  with- 
out wUui.  crlap  and  clear.  With  Juot 
enough  siiggeation  of  froat  Id  tho  air 
to  make  ono  raaliaa  the  aaaraoM  of 
Chrletmaa  And  with  aaow  en  the 
ground  the  flva  houre  and  64  mlnutee 
of  ninahino  ware  all  the  more  ap- 
preoUted.  Bven  with  the  poaalblllty 
of  more  enow  today,  forecaated  partly 
by  the  fact  that  It  was  anowlng  In 
PorUand  at  five  o'clock  yesterday 
aftamoon  and  that  the  Indications 
ware  that  the  coiulltlon  would  become 
general  over  a  wider  area,  the 
weather  la  undoubtedly  moderating  on 
all  ildea.  Locally  the  lowoat  point 
touched  by  the  mercury  yeatarday 
waa  tt,  but  on  the  contrary  It  went  aa 
high  aa  11  during  the  warmaat  part 
of  the  aftornoen.  thla  helping  to  take 
much  of  the  snow  away. 

Vanoouver  experienced  aevaral  de- 
greee  more  froat  than  Victoria,  the 
mercury  dropping  to  18  at  the  coldest 
hour  early  yesterday  morning.  Ten>- 
peraturea  in  the  Interior  are  alao  im- 
proving. At  Kamloopa  the  mercury 
moved  up  to  2  below  aero;  at  Pentlc- 
ton  it  went  to  6  above.  Wlhntpeg  and 
aome  of  the  other  Pralrlo  pelnta  atlU 
ahow  about  IS  below  aero.  Vha  oold 
wave  raaehed  CallfomU  during  the 
laat  twenty-four  houra 

So  far  aa  the  aouthem  part  of  an- 
couver  laland  ia  concerned,  snow  has 
l>een  quite  general,  the  heaviest  fall 
being  recorded  In  the  Malahat  district, 
where  it  is  between  eight  and  nine 
Inches  on  the  level.  At  Duncan  there 
were  between  two  and  three  Inches. 
whUe  at  Ladyamlth  the  fall  was 
haavlar  again.  At  ParkavUle  there 
waa  practically  none.

Provtncea,  and  that  Victoria  eehaale 
poagpgaed  all  aaalUary  oarvleaalaoon- 
neetlon  with  publlo  aad  high  aehoola 
poaeeaaed  by  other  ottlee. 

The  atatemont  waa  made.  In  ex- 
planation of  the  aaving  In  teachers' 
salarlea.  that  rather  than  tamper 
with  the  teachera'  aalary  aohedttle, 
which  it  waa  ctataned  could  only  ra- 
ault  In  the  loea  of  the  more  efllelent 
membera  of  the  prefasilen.  'aspendl- 
taree  would  be  radaoed  by  inereaalng 
the  number  of  puplla  in  the  varloaa 
claaaea.  Aa  a  reault  of  the  Inaugura- 
tion of  this  aysteni.  the  teaching  staff 
was  reduced  by  some  fourteen  teach- 
era 

Put  to  a  vote,  the  moUoa  to  adopt 
the  report  aa  preeeated  waa  Oarrled. 
one  trnatee,  Mrs.  Aadrowa,  dealkiln» 
to  vote  on  the  araaiid  that  aha  waa 
not  auffleieintly  oeavoMaat  with  ita 
contenta.

When  the  debate  on  the  bill  was 
resumed  In  the  Housa  yeaterday  After- 
noon Mr.  David  Wbltsalde.  New 
Weatralnater.  pointed  to  the  fact  that 

the  BrltUh  Columbia  lumber  export 
trade  was  relatively  small  cempared 
with  the  world  trade.

The  rebels  tpok  90  prisoners,  in- 
cluding Commandant  Mooney,  after  a 
fight  laattng  aeveral  hours,  but  re- 


laaaed  them  altar  taklar  an  tftoir 

equipment. 

The  fight  was  tha  fiercest  yet  re- 
ported In  County  Cork.  Before  ad- 
vancing, on  the  barracks,  t»i«  Irregu- 
lars captured  an  armored  car  at 
Bandon.  which  they  used,  together 
with  twenty  asachlne  guns  and  bombs, 
In  their  attnek  on  the  troope  defend- 
ing the  vlllnge. 

The  Free  State  military  were 
eventually  outnumbered  and  were 
forced  to  surrender.  The  Irregulars 
took  all  the  arms  and  ammunition  In 
alght  and  then  marched  thetr  prison- 
ers Into  the  mountains.

I  stated  that  tbe.  origlaal  cotimate 
for  the  Johnaon  gtroot  Bridge  had 
been  "cut  to  the  bone."  That  the 
very  lowest  pomlble  estimate  had 
been  made,  and  that  this  was  the 
common  practice  in  regard  to  civic 
loans.  I  mentioned  that  an  estimate 
baaed  upon  prloea  at  which  an  under- 
taking mlf  ht  be  carried  out,  wHbout 
any  dllomaioe  for  coatrageiiel**,  ac- 
oidcata  or  tmforosasa  olrcnmstancas, 
mlabt  b*  fairly  low,  but  that  bridge 
hrork  was  axovptloaally  risky,  and  It 
was  a  common  practice  for  bridge 
engineers  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  and  others  to  estimate  as 
high  even  as  100  p«r.oaat  avor  the 
pomlbl*  base  cost. 

I  stated  that  the  City  Bnglnaer  had 
told  m*  oc  thla,  a*  Im  would  tell  any 
of  my  andlence.  and  that,  following 
requests  from  some  nipmberB  <>f  the 
City  Council,  he  had  made  hlH  esti- 
mates as  low  aa  posslbU-  This  was 
especially  true  regarding  the  work 
beneath  the  water,  and  it  waa  la 
thi*  r**p*ct  parUouli^-ly  that  th* 
orlgingi  *atlmat*  was  *se**d*d  la 
actual  ooat.  Then  I  added,  undoubted- 
ly  this  low  espmate  was  urged  by 
certain  members  of  thn  City  Council 
who  were  anxious  that  the  by-law 
should  be  passed,  in  order  to  act  as 
a  lure  to  the  cltixens  to  vo)d  'or  the 
by-law. 

I  did  not  Intimate,  In  any  manner 
whataoever,  that  the  City  Engineer 
himaalf  waa  nay  party  to  an  attempt 
to  mislead  the  people.  It  would  have 
been  unprofessional  anil  ftrosnly  im- 
proper had  he  done  so.  Your  reporter, 
unfortunately,  made  it  appear  that  I 
charged  the  City  lOngineer  with  tbl. 
unpHkfemlonal  conduct.  I  sm.rt  em- 
phatlcallly  that  X  never  did  ao,  and 
navor  thoucht  'of  so  doing.  It  la  re- 
groitabl*  that  a  letter  anpears  In  your 
colvlmna  from  the  City  Rnglneer 
which  has  the  appearance  of  criticis- 
ing myself.  If  it  is  so  Intended,  this 
alao  la  unprofessional  and  Improper,

A."  Canada  B,"  and  "Canada  C." 
"Canada  A"  must  be  a  sound,  well 
matured  potato  practically  free  from 
disease,  Hn<l  the  smallest  slse  well 
suited  for  economical  domestic  use. 
"Canada  B"  must  be  reasonably  ma- 
lar* and  fro*  from  aorloua  damage 
by  di*ea»e.  "Canada  C*  whMb  la 
the  lowest  quality  allowed  to  b*  OOld 
for  human  oonaumptlon.  must  be  free 
from  such  <1lsea»e8  as  will  render  It 
unfit  for  thlH  purpose,  and  the  smnll- 
eat  alae  for  both  "B"  and  "C"  grades 
mast  aot  bo  lees  than  one  and  a  half 
Inohoa  In  diameter,  had  It  may  be 
here  said  that  thla  sla*  I*  <Ni«  wh4«h 
can  be  used  for  domegtlo  with-

All  potatoes  and  onions,  as  well  as 
all  other  root  vegetables,  must  be 
sold  by  weight,  and  if  purchased  by 
the  aack.  tbe  same  must  have  a  tag 
attached  showing  the  grade,  the 
I  weight  of  eontobta.  aad  tbo.aaaM  aad 
addreso  of  tho  paokor  or,B^I*r. 


Ths  act  further  provMoa 
fraudulent  packing,  which  laalsta 
under  a  severe  penalty,  upon  th* 
shown  surface  of  the  sack  or  other 
receptacle  being  a  fair  Indlcatloa  af 
the  whole  of  the  oontenta. 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  this  act 
will  be  of  advantage  to  alt.  The 
writer  would  be  glad  to  bo  notlflad 
of  any  omission  to  obo*rvo  th*  pro- 
visions,  not  with  th*  ld*a  of  a  praa*> 
cution.  but  that  those  offendlbS 
should  be  officially  notified.

The  water  from  the  QOrga  bridge 
to  Craigflower  bridge,  because  of 
shooting  regulations,  1h  In  reality  a 
snnciuary  for  them.  The  water  be- 
yond Craigflower  bridge,  kaowa  as 
Portage  Inlet,  is  not  so  protected. 
Very  frequently  in  other  years  we 
have  seen  cnnocH  stealthily  driving 
the  great  flocks  of  ducks  from  the 
Oorge  waters  towards  PoetSga  Inlet, 
until  thoy  would  he  within  the  shoot- 
ing area.  Tf  hunting  were  prohibited 
within  one  mile  of  these  waters.  It 
miKht  surprise  us  to  see  how  the 
blrd.^  would  Increase  In  numbere.

MARKS  GRAIN  MARKET

CHICAGO,  Dec.  7.— Wheat.— Low- 
er cables  fall  to  change  sentiment, 
which  was  generally  bulUah^n  an- 
tidpatlOB  ot  Importaat  davalopmanta 
in  WaahlagtoR  af  a  oonatruciive  na- 
ture. Trade  was  not  large,  but  the 
market  had  an  undercurrent  of 
strength,  and  closed  within  a  frac- 
tion of  the  high  points.
